Séc.'1. Any member who has used the 
grazing facilities of the Pasture withir 
the preceeding 24 months, and who is 
not in arrears in payments of any ac- 
counts duly rendered by the Authority 
of the Board, shall be eligible to form- 
ulate policy and to vote in the electina 
of all officers. 
Sec. II. Any member who has applied 
in good faith and in the manner pres- 
eribed by the Board for grazing priv- 
ileges for the current season, shall be 
eligible to formulate policy and to vote 
in the election of all officers.

Poultry Parasites 


Check the birds for parasites before | 


removing them to the laying house 
this fall, advises EB. E. Kitchen, Poultry 
Branch, Alberta Department of Agrt- 
culture. External parasites can be dis- 
covered by examining the skin of the 
birds at the base of the feathers. Red 
mites spend most of their time away 
from, the birds, but the northern mite 
may be found both on the birds and 


Around the laying house, In either case, 


if the house has been well cleaned, 
chances of re-infestation will be con- 
siderably reduced by carefully check- 
ing the birds before allowing them to 
enter, 

Lice are far more conimon than mit- 
es and spend all their time on the 
birds. If lice are present, use a nico- 
tine sulphate roost paint on the roosts 
the first night, and repeat again inten 
days. The first treatment will kill all 
the living lice and the second will kill 
those hatched after the first treatment 

Internal parasites are much harder 
to detect, but they can do a great deal 
of harm and should be checked. On any 
premises where they have been found 
or are suspected, give each bird a 
worming pill at the time of housing. If 
each bird is given a pill at this time, 
the birds will be safe as long as they 
are confined to the house. If it is not 
done until later the house will likely 
be contaminated anq further trouble

FATHER, SON SAY “DOODLEBUG” 


IS INFALLIBLE AT 


By Eric Young 

An Edmonton man, his son and a 
gadget that the oll industry mockingly 
calls a “doodlebug” are threatening to 
revolutionize the search for oil in west- 
ern Canada, and throughout the worl? 

The father-and-son team are 62-year 
old John William Fraser and 82-year- 
old Morris Fraser, of 11034 82 st. For 
the past two years they havé been. per- 
fecting, ang practicing with, what 
they call their “magnetic ray reactivi”’ 
instgument. Now they @#¥re convinced 
they can locate oil wherever it may lie 
hidden,

So far, they say, the oil industry 4s 
a whole is looking askance at the re- 
volutionary instrument, and is contin- 
uing to pour millions of dojlars into 
complicated geophysical and seismo- 
graph surveys, “The other companies 
will go broke as they can’t compete 
| with our costs,” claim the» Frasers, 
‘On a 10-year-depréciation basis we 
will be able to produce vil for 40 cents 
a barrel,” 


But the oil industry may well look 

again, the Frasers claim, and this time 
more seriously, “doodle- 
bug" already has scored 100 per cent 
on test rung and on its first official 
application, 
It was this magnetic ray reactor mach- 
ine that eharted Select Oil Co.'s acre 
age in the Chip Lake urea and spotted 
the Select-Chip Lake No. 1 wildcat 
that has discovered the highest grace 
lor oil in the dominion. 

On this question, there have been at 
tempts to discredit the worth of 
Select discovery, but Mr. 
something to say about this too. 

“Saturday I went out to the Chip 
Lake well myself,” he said, “ang after 
seeing for myself and considering ev- 
ery possibility, convinced Select- 
Chip Lake is a major discovery.” 

Referring to a report from Calgary 
that the Chip Lake well is ‘a “wet 
gasser,” Mr. Fraser stated emphatic- 
j ally that to say the well is a wet gasser 
is the “craziest statement ever made.” 
His son said-the oil recovered in drill- 
stem tests at the Select well is “sweet” 
oil, containing very ‘ittle, if any, naph- 
tha. ~ 

Both the Frasers have wide exper- 
jience in the oil industry, since the: 
father built and operated one of the 
earliest oil refineries. in Alberta. This 
was situated at Wainwright, in the 
black crude area, and from ‘this plant, 
‘Mr. Fraser made the first road asphalt 
ever used in this province. 

A Nova Scotian by birth, Mr. Fraser 
has been in western Canada for 40 
years. At first he sold lightning rods 
and then, 25 years ago, became inter- 
ested in the oil industry at Wain- 
wright. 1 

So when Jack Fraser and Fred Nay- 
lor, of Edmonton, pooled efforts to 
form Select Oil Co, Ltd. and the as- 
sociateq land-holding firm, Henderson 
Holdings Ltd., there was a wealth of 
experience behing the venture. 

Along with Sam Henderson, of La- 
combe, the two talked to farmers and 
cattle men all the way from the Peace 
River district, down into Montana, and 
soon the venture was under way on a 
57,000-acre tract in the Chip Lake area 

Lee Williams, vice-president of the 
firm and well-known Ednionton race- 
horse owner, was just like most of the 
stockholders, “I don't know a’ thing 
about oil,” he said, “but Mr. Fraser is 
positive that there's oil on the prop- 
erty.” 

Highest hopes for the well were rea- 
lized about 10 days aso, when Chip 
Lake No. 1 blew at 53.7 A.P.1. gravity

$1,670 million, or a little better than 
half of the 2,400 million budget that 
Mr. Abbott warned was not likely to 
decline. It Is easy to say that we will 
meet new outgo by added taxation. But 
how long can one quarter of the-peo- 
ple pay such a large part of such ex- 
traordinary expenditures It must be 
apparent that people who are so con- 
stantly demanding increasing and en- 
larging subsidies must learn to bear a 
larger part of the costs of that and our 
increasing burdens.

Care of Late Cut 


Flowers , 


This is rather late in the season to 
discuss cut flowers, but there are still 
asters, marigolds and some other flow- 
ers blooming. Although all flowers are 
very fragile they can be made to last 
quite long by proper cutting and hard- 
ening. 

The best time to cut flowers is whea 
the stems are’ filled ‘with moisture. 
This is early in the morning, or in, the 
evening, but never in the heat of day. 
Cut each stem as Jong as possible with 
a sharp knife, using a long, diagonal 
stroke, Scissors tend to bruise the stém 

Plunge the stem into a bucket of 
‘water as soon as it is cut. If this is not 


done, the cut stem begins to draw in' 


air which will form ‘blocks’ to prevent 
the sucking in of moisture when the 
stem finally does reach water. The 
result will be a droopy flower which 
‘will soon lay down and die. 


Hardening is the proper treatment of 
the stem so that it can drink up more 
moisture and keep the. bossoms fresh 
longer. The hardening treatment var- 
jes with the type of stem. Flowers such 
as marigolds, cornflowers or asters 
need only to be plunged into cold water 
at once. Bulbous flowers, that is tulips, 
lillies and giladioli, should be submer- 
ged in water with the stem, right.up to 
the flower head, covered. Keep them In 
a cool, dark place for a few hours be- 
fore arranging. ; 


With these precautions your remain- 
ing cut flowers worl , Taet longer fur 
your enjoyment.

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soi! 
Conservation, advises that heavy rains 
of the past few weeks have resulted in 


,| considerable soil erosion. How this pro 


blem is being met, he says, was strik- 
ingly apparent on neighbouring farms 
visited recently in an area in central 


Alberta. ’ 
The same waterway crossed two 
farms, On one there was a gully from

vince had been washed away to a 
depth of six feet. On the other, _ the 
runway consisted of a gentle depres- 
sion on which a thriving crop of -hay 
was growing.

In swine management the feeding of 
cod-liver oil or suckling and growing 
pigs will do much to reduce © losses 
from colds, pneumonia and _ similar 
ailments, says A. J, Charnetski, Live- 
stock Supervisor, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. Practical .hog growers 
today ‘make full use of this bottled 
sunshine. They insist that the few 
cents expended pays big dividends. 


Cod-liver oil should be fed at. the 
rate of 1 teaspoonful per day for each 
growing pig until it has reached a' 
weight of 100 péunds, says Mr, Char- 
netski. Where commercial supplements 
are used, feeding of cod-liver oil may 
be reduced, and completely cut-off 
when the pigs have reached a weight 
of 60 or 70 pounds, It may be fed daily 
to suckling pigs after they have be- 
come .well accustomed to creep fee 1- 
ing. Prior to that time, 4 or 5 drops of 
concentrated cod-liver oil may be 
dropped in the mouth of the suckling 
pig at the time of treatment with re- 
duceq iron on the 8ra, 10th and I/th 
day after birth. Be careful not to over- 
dose with reduced iron. The prover 
dose is one-half the amount of reduced 
iron that will lie flat on a dime te the 
thickness of the dime. 


Use D.D.T. Now 


To combat the plague of houseflies 
so prevalent at this time of year, D.D 
T. offers'a most effective andeconom- 
lical weapon, says W. Lobay, Supervi- 
' sor of Crop Protection, Mr. Lobay, 
warns, however, that the right form of 
|p.D.7. must be used for the purpose in- 
tended and the poisonous properties _f 
the chemical kept in mind. 

The most important factor in any 
fly control program is sanitation. 
Yards kept free from manure piles, re- 
moval of old stack bottoms, removai of 
feeq and other rubbish from under 
feed racks, and proper disposal of gar- 
bage—all make for better and cleaner 
living and prevention of fly develop- 
ment. Despite every effort to prevent 
sur- 
vivors. This makes action necessary 
against the flies themselves. The use 
of D.D.T. as a spray is the solution to 
this problem, 

Application of a residual 
D.D.T. (wettable form) is recommend- 
ed for surfaces where insects rest: ur 
crawl, since the- deposit remains ef- 
fective for several weeks. One thorough 
application now may be all ‘that is re- 
quired for this season. The white de- 
posit shows up on coloured surfaces, 
s0 use with care areund the home.

Pasture For The 
Dairy Herd 


In any plans for pasture improve- 
ment, proper management is essential. 
Both over-grazing and under-graziny, 
Should be avoided, says R. P. Dixon, 
Supervisor of Dairy Herd Improvement 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. If 
under-grazed, the plants mature and 
become unpalatable and of low nutri- 
tive value. Over-gragzing reduces tho 
yield and weakens the plants. 

Even when the pasture is properly 
managed, stock will graze unevenly 
and some of the grass will mature. 
‘Mowing these areas will get rid of the 
old grass and encourage new growth. 
Cattle will not graze the rings of grass 
around piles of droppings in the pas- 
ture, So in heavily stocked pastures it 
is wise to harrow the field occasionally. 

For effective use of pasture, provide 
a good supply of water. and shade, 
Stock on good pasture will spend con- 
siderable time in the shade if it is 
available. To conserve fertility have 
the shade trees at the top of the slop- 
es insteaq of at the bottom, , 

Another point worth considering is 
that of rotation or alternate grazing. 
Under this system there are two or 
more separate fields. which are pastur- 
ed in succession. After one field is 
grazed down the animals are removed 
and the forage allowed to. grow to a 
height of four to six inches before it is 
grazed again. The ideal system of ro- 
tation is to have four fields and to 
divide the herd into two groups. The 
first group, consisting of the cows in 
milk, is pastured first on each plot in 
succession. The dry cows and heifers 
follow the milking herd to complete the 
graning. With this system of pasture 
management liberal fertilization wil: 
increase yields very materially.

Douglas is the capital of the Isle of |! 


Man which, 33 miles long and 12 miles 
wide, is set in the Irish Sea. The plea- 
sure boats take three-and-a-half hours 
from the port of Liverpool, in the north 
of England, to reach Douglas which 
has a deep-water harbour. There is an 
air service. 

Inthe last 100 years, Douglas has 
grown into a popular holiday resort 
with a spacious promenade which cur- 
ves round a crescent-shaped: bay.

shelter to ship-wreckeg sailors. It was 
placed there chiefly through the efforts 
of a resident, Sir William Hillary, who 
foundeq Britain’s Royal National ‘Life 
boat Institution.

Building Brightness 


This is a good time to brighten the 
inside of barns ang poultry houses su 
that full use may be made of the limit- 
ed daylight hours, Whitewash offers 
one of the cheapest and quickest 
means of doing this, and methods of 
making two types of whitewash are 
here suggested by MrveG. A. Cheshire 
Extension Agricultural Engineer, Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
Whitwash No. 1 

(1) Add 26 pounds of hydrated lime 
to 4 gallons of boiling water, stirring 
vigorously. 

(2) Into 1 gallon of water ang 2 gal- 
res of skimmed milk mix 56 pounds of 
salt, % pound of alum, 5 pounds’ of 
| Portland cement and \% tin of lye. 


(3) Mix solutions (1) and (2) togeth- 
er when cold, stirring vigorously. 
Whitewash No. 2 

(1) Add 1 sack of hy@rated lime to 5 
or 6 gallons of water, 

(2) To this add 2 gallons 
paste made as follows, 

(a) Mix dry flour and cold watef to 

a stiff paste, 

(b) Add boiling water, stirring vig-

orowsely, until the paste has a thick 

creamy consistency. 

Both of these whitewashes are reels- 
tant to rubbing off and either may be 
applied by brush or sprayer. The write 
wash should he applied in a thin, even 
‘coat, and not “brushed out”, One gal- 
lon will cover approximately 225 square 
feet. To make the whitewash disinicst- 


ant, add from one to two quarts of 
carbolic aciq to either of the abcve 
formulas, The amount of carbolic acid 
will be determined by the strength of 
disinfectant required.

Key To Survival 


Global.command of the air, exercis- 
ed directly from the American contin- 
ent rather than from overseas bases, 
is the only strategy capable of guaran- 
teeing peace or of winning an all-out 
war if one is forced upon us. So de- 
clares Major Alexander P, deSeversky 
in: the September Reader’s Digest. The 
article is a condensation of Seversky's 
forthcoming book, “Air Power: Key to 
Sorvival.” 

“The premises on which strategy is 
now being formulated. in Washington 
aré fallacious and have within them 
the seeds of disaster.” Seversky warns. 
“We are preparing to fight the next 
war with the methods and vt 
the last, and trying to make ourselves 
strong on land, sea and air, though 
such strategy is extravagant beyond 
our capacity and therefore doomed to 
failure.” ; 

The well-known authority on air 
power, whose new volume is the Book 
of the Month Club's choice for October, 
4 urges that a “strategic choice fateful 
, to all mankind” must be made quickly 
ang that only the American people, act 
ing through their representatives, can 
make it. To fritter away strength oa 
“secondary objectives,” such as a huge 
conscripted army and additional air- 
craft carriers for the havy, is to con- 
ceive a new war in terms of the last, 
and to play squarely. into Russias 
hands. Russia will not be deterred from 
aggression by universal military train- 
ing in the U.S.A. or Ly armed divisions 
in Western Europe. “Those things 
mean lafd war, in which Ruasia holds 
the trump cards. As for sea warfare, i". 
can be no threat to a self-contained 
contizent that cannot be biockaded and 
is not dependent on overseas lines of 
communication.” 

On the other hand, to wege war with 
an intercontinental wr force, operat'ng 
from North American basés and cap- 
able of non-stop round trips to any 
target on the globe, is to force Russia 
to fight'on our terms, Seversky siates. 
He foresees air war carried to the 
enemy by “task forces” of large, long- 
rang? planes, combining the functions 
of bomber and fighter. Equipped with 
guided missiles and the newest radar 
and clectronic devices, such a _ force 
would be able to bomb accurately from 
40,000 feet altitude and would be more 
than a match for Ruasia's fighter

Cause Most Fires 


Careless smoking is America’s great- 
est single cause of fire, states C. Les- 
ter Walker in the September Reader's 
Digest. In Canada last year, the care- 
less dropping of cigarette butts led *o 
17,904 fires, in the United States to 
155,000. Canadian smokers who disrc- 
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ing combined straw. 

One of thé most efficient methods of 
doing this, says.C. A. Cheshire, Exten- 
sion Engineer, Department of Agricul- 
ture, is by means of a ground driven, 
elevator type of machine which may 
be attached behind the combine., This 
type of straw buncher may be built in 
any convenient size but most farmers 
will find that one designed for making 
stacks 8 ft. square and 6 ft. high will 
be most convenient.

Twinkling rows of jewel-coloured 
glasses of jelly on the shelf mean year 
round enjoyment for the family and 
their appreciation is the reward of the 
successful jelly maker. 

Crabapples, grapes and plums so blue, 
Make sparkling jellies of diverse hue, 
Fill the jars and pack the shelf, \ 
Winter joy for family and self. 

The home economists of the Consum 
er Section, Canada Department of Ag- 
riculture, say that it is easy to make 
jelly that is clear, sparkling and tender 
with the rich, full flavour of  sun- 
ripened fruit . . . provided you know 
the rules. Good jellies, however, can- 
not be made from all fruit juices by 
“rule o’thumb”. Jelly making if an art, 
founded on scientific principles. © 

To make perfect jelly, pectin, acid, 
sugar and water must be in the right 
proportions. Pectin, the jelly-making 
substance, and acid are found in the 


‘fruits in varying amounts. The amount 


of sugar and water to be added must 
be accurately determined. Food scien- 
tists tell us that the addition of sugar 
to a fruit juice rich in pectin causes 
the pectin to form an intricate net- 
work depends on the amount of pectin 
present. The addition of too much wat- 
er or too much sugar, weakens the net- 
work and the syrup is not held in firm- 
ly enough to form a true jelly. If there 
is too much acid or if not enough sug- 
ar has been added, the jelly will be 
tough, because acid strengthens the 
pectin network. 


Crabapples which are not fully ripe 
contain a large amount of pectin, so 
should be completely covered with 
water. Grapes and sour plums have a 
little less pectin than the crab, so wat- 
er enough to come just below the tup 
layer of prepared fruit is sufficient. 


Simmer the fruit and water in a cov- 


ered kettle until the fruit is soft and 
mushy -crushing during cooking. Then 
pour the hot cooked fruit into a moist- 
ened jelly bag made of factory cottcn, 
flannel or several thicknesses of fine 
cheesecloth. Hang up over a bowl and 
allow to drain until dropping ceases. 
Squeezing the bag increases the quan- 
tity of juice, but the jelly will not be 
so clear. 

Work with small amounts of the ex- 
tracted juice at a timer... not more 
than 8 cups, measuring each lot of 
juice’ accurately to: determine the 
amount of sugar to be added after 
boiling. Boil the juice, uncovered, in a 
broad sBaucepan for just 3 minutes. 
Remove the saucepan from- the heat 
and test for pectin. If a clot does not 
form continue boiling, testing frequent- 
ly, ‘until pectin test is satisfactory. 

The pectin test consists of measuring 
1 teaspoon of fruit juice and 1 tea- 
spoon. of rubbing alcohol into a smali 
dish and blending them together. If 
afte? atatiding 30 ‘seconds a jelly like 
mass has former, the juice contains 
sufficient pectin. Sugar may then be 
added, Do not taste this mixture - 
rubbing aleohol is poisonous. 

Measure sugar, allowing % cup 
sugar for each cup of extracted juice, 
except when a heavy solid clot forms 
when pectin test is made at the end of 
the 38-minute boiling period. This heavy 
clot indicates that the juice is so rich 
in pectin that 1 cup of sugar for eaci 
cup of extracted juice should be used. 

Adq measured sugar slowly to juice, 
Boil briskly, uncovered, remove scum 
as it forms, 

To test.when jelly is done, dip up tne 
boiling hot syrup with a metal spoon, 
holding well above kettle, and allow it

Cutworm Control 
The month of August and the first 


half of September is a critical period in 
so far as the control of the Pale West- 


ern Cutworm is concerned.,In areas 
where cutworms were in evidence last 
spring, summerfallow fields should be 
lef undisturbed by either machinery or 
livestock during this period. The crust 
which forms on the surface of the 
fields should not be broken for it pre- 
vents the cutworm moths from laying 
their eggs.

By this time, beekeepers who intend 
to winter bees will have chosen their 
colonies with care, and the bées will bs 
settling down and forming their win- 
ter nests. Towards the middle of Oc- 
tober the hives will have to be packed. 

W. G. leMaistre, Provincial Apiar- 
ist, Alberta Department.of Agriculture, 
advises that in packing, a cardboard 
earton may be used that allows for 
three or four. inches of shavings all 
around the hive and ten or twelve in- 
ches on top. Tar paper or a wooden 
case will produce the same results as 
cardboard, boxes. It is the thickness of 
insulation at the sides ana top that 
matters. Shavings have proved very 
satisfactory but the use of straw is 
considered almost as good. 


To pack the hive, the hive cover 
should be removed and a piece of bur- 
lap or sack used over the frames. The 
eardboard box is then slipped over the 
hive ang the shavings poured in. The 
shavings should be firm but not tight 
around the hive. Next, a top entrance 
is put in that slides under the burlap 
above the frames. This top entrance 
Ys a tunnel about four inches wide and 
half an inch high, and long enough to 
reach from the front of the cardboara 
carton to the centre of the hive. The 
regular hive cover is then placed on the 
earton, but propped up with a stick so 
that air can circulate over the shavings 
all the time.

Indian's Industries 


INCREASED PRODUCTION OF 
COAL, STEEL AND CEMENT 

Industrial production in India in 1949 
50 genérally showed an upward trend. 
There was striking improvement in a 
number of important industries. like 
coal, steel, cement heavy chemicais 
and paper. There was, however, a fall 
in two industries—cotton: textilés and 
In both cases the 
limiting factor was the supply of raw 
materials at reasonable prices. 

One of the main causes of the bright- 
er industrial situation was the assist- 
ance given by the Government to pri- 
vate enterprise. As early as October, 
1948, the Government of India reduced 
the import duties on machinery and 
certain industrial raw materials. The 
rules regulating depreciation allowan- 
ces were liberalised. New industrial 
undertakings commencing production 
in the next three years were given ex- 
emption from income tax for the first 
five years up to a limit of six per cent 
of their capital. 


.As a result of these measures the 
flow of capital goods into India gather- 
ed momentum. Before the war, average 
imports of machinery amounted to Ra. 
200,000,000 a year. In 1947-48 it stood 
at Rs. 591,000,000, increasing to Rs. 


$11,000,000 in 1948-49 and Rs. Vier teed 


000 in 1949-50. Even allowing for the 
present increased cost ‘of machinery, 
these imports represent a substantial 
imiprovement over the pre-war years, 
* Two other factors have assisted the 
increase in production. The first is the 
markeg improvement in the transport 
aituation. The second is the improve 
ment in relations between labour and 
management. Industrial disputes in 
1949 declined by over 43 per cent as 
compared to the previous year. There 
was also an appreciable fall in the 
numiber of man-days lost.

to 3,400,000 bales aguinst the current 

year’s output of about 2,700,000 bales. 
Cloth prices reduced 

Prices of cotton textiles were revised 
from February 1950, aecording to the 
system of periodical revision suggest- 
ed by the Tariff Board. Cotton textile 
prices are to be based on the statutory 
ceiling prices for different varieties of 
Indian cotton of the current year's 
crop and the actual prices of imported 
cotton. As the higher prices paid tor 
imported cotton this year would have 
led to some increase in the price of 
fine and guper-fine cloth, it was de- 
cided that, simultaneously with the 
revision of the ex-mill prices, the ex- 
cise duty on fine cloth should be re- 
duced from 6% per cent to 5 per cent 
and that on super-fine cloth from 25 
per cent to 20 per cent, The result was 
that there was actually a slight réduc 
tion in the prices of cloth to the con- 
sumer. 

Prices were again revised from May 
1, 1950. There is no change in the pric - 
es of coarse and medium cloth, but a 
small increase ranging from % per 
cent to % per cent in the case of fine 
cloth and a reduction of 2 to 8 per 
4ent for super-fine cloth, 

Devaluation of the Indian rupee has 
greatly assisted export of cotton tex- 
tiles, which jumped from 341,000,000 
yards in 1948-49 to 690,000,000 yards in 
1949-50. A quota of 1,150,000,000 yards 
has been fixed for the period Septem- 
ber 1949 to December 1950. In addition 
free exports of fine and super-fine 
cleth for the period February-Decem- 
ber 1950 have been permitted, Export 
of handloom cloth is also freely allow- 
ed. 

Ten more mills with 107,000 spindles 
came into operation in 1949 ang 19 new 
milis' are in the process of construction. 
When these mills go into full produc- 
tion..the output of: cloth is expected to 
increase substantially. 

Iron and Steel 

Production of finished steel in 1949 
was about 922,000 tons as against 854,- 
000 tons in 1948. Besides, India was 
able to import 400,000 tons of steel, 
mainly from the U.8.A., Belgium, Bri- 
tain and Cariada. The railways obtain- 
ed' their full requirements of 321,371 
tons, organised industries 411,000 tons 
and emall industries ang the public 
202,000 tons. There was a progressive 
increase in the supply of steel for ag-

Don’t Barn The Straw 


The ary windy spell of last spring

combine straw and much of their 
standing stubble, This valuable mat- 
erial should be saved by proper use of 
a one-way disc, blade or cultivator, 
says C. H. Cheshire, Extension Agri- 
cultural Enginder, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. If a straw spreader has 
been used on the combine there should 
be little difficulty in working the soil 
either through or under this mulch. 
The benefits gained by conservation of 
soil and Water, and by improved soi] 
fertility and structure, make the sav- 
ing of this straw essential.

The farm is reputed to be the lar- 
gest provincially-owned institution of 
its kind in Canada and the most up-to- 
date. The poultry population fluctuates 
considerably and rapidly; but it is 
thought to average about 1,000 laying 
hens and about 120 laying turkeys. 
Young birds, however, are numbered 
in thousands. The incubator capacity 
is about 25,000 eggs, one incubator 
alone being able to hatch as many as 
2,000 at a time although only about 
one-third of this capacity is at present 
in use. 

The laying room houses between 200 
and 300 hens with @ proportion of cock- 
erels, each in his or’her own pen. Each 
egg immediately it is laid rolls on to a 
ledge outside the pen and is numbered.

drawing to its close, many Canadian 
communities are taking stock of their 
own part in Canada’s*tourist industry. 
They are considering whether the sum ; 
mer has come up to expectations from 
the viewpoint of district resorts, whe. 
ther changes and improvements in fac- 
ilities should be made, and so on. 

This is the time, too, when the tour- 
ists and travellers themselves decide 
whether their holiday trips were stic- 
cessful and make tentative plans for 
next year. The details, good and bad, 
of this year’s jaunts still are vivid in 
their memory. 

-“That was a great spot,” some will 
say. “Let's go back there next year and 
stay there for the whole two weeks.” 

But, of other holiday locatfons, per- 
sons who have sampled them will say: 

“It wasn’t bad for a day or two, but 
next year we're heading for somewhere 
else.”

CHURCHILL, Man. — The whale 
factory at this Hudson Bay port ex- 
pects to process about 450 white whal 
es in its first year of operation, Mana- 
ger Karl Kruse says. 

From July 1 to mid-August about 
300 had been caught. It is expected the 
plant will run another month. — 

Mr. Kruse, a young Norwegian who 
| took air force training at Little Nor- 
way, near Toronto, during the Secoad 
Wogld War, has had seven years’ whal- 
ing experience in the Antarctic. 

An Englishman and a half a dozen 
Eskimos—the only ones in Chiurchili— 
form his hunting and factory crew. The 
whales abound in Hudson Bay near the 
factory in the mouth of the Hudson 
River. 

The Eskimos use a freighter canoe 
and try to drive a whale into shallow 
water before harpooning it. Attached 
to the harpoon, which is thrown by 
hand, is a line with an airtight can on 
the end. 

Harpoon Whales 

The can makes it hafd for the whale 
to dive and in any case it can't go far 
down because it’s in the shallows. 
When the whale comes up for air the 
natives shoot him with high-powered 
rifles. | 

The average whale weighs about 
1,000 pounds. The

A factory for the processing of mon. 
azite, occurring in the beach sands of 
Travancore, is to start functioning. at 
Alwaye, Travancore before April next 
year. The Government of India and the 
Travancore Cochin Government have 
jointly fotmed a corporation for run 
ning the factory which is expected to 
process about 1,600 tons of monazite an 
nually. India-has so far been importing 
thorium and other rare earths required 
for use in various industries.
